5. Civilians may not be employed 
in non-essential industries without 
permission from selective service of- 
ficers if between the ages of 17 to 
45, except when worker has been re- 
jected from armed services, effective 
as from March 23, 

Persons engaged in agriculture 
may not leave to take other occupa- 
tions without permission, except for 
seasonal work in primary industries, 
to take active service or compulsory 
service within Canada, 

7., Those who have been rejected 
for service on physical grounds, both 
volunteers and those called up, to be 
treated with a view to physical rehab 
ilitation for armed services. 

8. Classes to be set up in co-oper 
ation with educational institutions to 
train men for personnel management, 

Appeal boards will be set up to

STEEL SCRAP PRICES ~

Vaccinate Your 
Horses at Once 


Sentence of death hangs over thous 
ands of valuable horses in Alberta 
today. Equine encephalomyelitis 
may strike suddenly and reach epi- 
demic proportions, Not since 1938 
has the danger been so great, In 
1939, due to the extensive use of 
chick“ vaccine, the disease was kept 
under control. But in 1940 there 
were sufficient cases, and in 1941 
there were more, to convince author- 
ities that the causal agent is still 
present over wide-spread areas, 
Should conditions be favorable to an 
outbreak this year the disease will 
spread on a large scale, 

There is one proven way to protect 
horses from this silent killer. It is 
by vaccinating with chick“ vaccine, 
The protection is highly effective 
and it ig the only satisfactory agent 
known to produce immunity.

The early Christ- 
ians continued to celebrate the Pass- 
over, but associated it with the res- 
urréction of Jesus Christ, to them the 
Paschal Lamb sacrificed for the sins 
of the world.

Paster therefore, comes down to

In case of men, that means one, 
pair of shoes and one tie less in the 
next ration year; for women a reduc 
tion of one pair of shoes one pair of 
gloves, two pairs of stockings and

Double-breasted suits and cuffs on 
trousers and coats are definitely for- 
bidden, whether ready-made or made 
to order 

To thwart counterfeiters, the new 
ration books will not have red, green 
and brown coupons on gpecial paper, 

A scheme yet to be worked out 
will limit householders~ to between 
50 and 79 per cent of the gas and el 
ectricty consumed last year. Coal, 
already semi-rationed, is to be doled 
out on an equal basis. 

Householders may draw 100-weight 
of coal during the next three weeks 
but only if their present supplies are 
less than half a ton. Exact rations 
after that are not specified as yet,
